Supervisor Sees A i 
Cut Of 17 Cents In 
County Tax Rate 

Possibility of a 17.cent reduc¬ 
tion in toe Los Angeles county 
tax rate for the fiscal year 1943- 
44 was seen this week by Sup. 
ervisor Roger Jesup, former 
chairman of toe board. He said 
the actual operating expenses 
would be about a million dol¬ 
lars less than for 1942.43 and 
believed measures passed during 
the recent session of the Legis¬ 
lature will provide sufficient rev. 
enue to make the anticipated re¬ 
duction possible. 

Announce 
New Ceilings 
For Meats 

Cheaper Beef Cuts Go Up 
And Some Of The More 
Choice Cuts Are Lowered 

Top prices on beef, veal, lamb 
and mutton were announced by 
OPA and will become effective 
Monday. Generally toe ceilings 
on toe higher priced cuts of 
beef mean reductions of from one 
to eight cents a pound, while 
the less expensive cuts are upped 
from one to 14 cents a pound, 
OPA indicated, however, that 
there will be a general reduction 
of about 10 per cent on bee; all 
along toe line by June. 

Ceilings have been effective on j 
beef until this ume, but irum 
here on ceilings are fixed on 
other meats. Veal, lamb and 
mutton prices will l>e uniform, 
whereas heretofore these were 
fixed at toe prices for which 
these meats sold In toe different 
stores in July 1942. 

The celling of sirloin steaks 
drops from 1 to 4 cents and on 
porterhouse cuts 8 cents. Rib 
steaks drop from 3 to 5 cents 
a pound. Plain steaks are up 12 
and 14 cents. 

Short plate rises 5 to 8 cents, 
brisket of beef 2 to 4 cents, and 
shank meat 4 to 6 cents a pound. 

Some chuck cuts ramain the 
same, but one drops 1 to 3 cents 
a pound. 

Hamburger goes up a cent, j 
from 32 to 33 cents a pound in 1 
the smaller stores, and from 31 
to 32 in the larger ones. 

Housewives will know exactly 
what legal prices may be charged 
for meat when they go to mar¬ 
ket Monday as charts of new 
celling prices must be posted in 
all stores to protect consumers 
from profiteering and black mar. 
kets. 

Roof prices In cents per pound 
have been placed on approxi. 
mately ninety five cuts of beetf, 
veal, lamb and mutton. All meat 
that is bought by a customer 
to be ground, must be done so in 
front of the purchaser and the 
retail price remains toe same as 
before grinding. 

Prentiss Brow'n, OPA director, 
says that by toe end of toe 
month the list of dollars and 
cents ceilings will cover every 
staple food. 

All eating and drinking estab¬ 
lishments must now have a 
statement attached to each menu 
stating, "All prices listed are at 
or below our celling prices. By 
OPA regulations our ceilings are 
our highest prices from April 
4, 1943 to April 10. 1943. Rec¬ 
ords for these prices are avail, 
able for your Inspection.” 

Beglning June 1 coffee rations 
will be increased. While the 
coffee coupon will be valid for 
only one pound, the ration period 
will be reduced from five to four 
weeks.

HITS WAR EFFORT 


Every time the secono liana of 
your watch slips past another 
cog, at least three American.), 
many of them war workers, are 
struck down in pain “by acci¬ 
dent.” 

Every minute clicked oft sees 
230 hurt unnecessarily, and every 
hour 1,388 men and women sue. 
cumb to injury at home, on the 
streets and in the war plants. 
Each day sees more than 33,000 
crosses off the active list. 

Every month a million per¬ 
sons add thetr names to the 
roster of accident victims. And 
the total since Pearl Harbor 
reaches more than 13 millions 
Of these, 128,000 lost their lives 
—which is 10 times the number 
lost on all American battlefronts 
in this war! 

The colossal waste of manpoi^- 
er on the home front is so alarm¬ 
ing to authorities that the Na- 
tional Safety Council has stepped 
in to urge every individual to 
new watchfulness on his own ac¬ 
count and constant care for the 
safety of others. Preventable ac. 
cidents, says the Council, are 
cutting dangerously into both 
civilian and war production. 

In addition, they are drawing 
far too heavily on available medi¬ 
cal facilities in almost every 
community. That is a cue which 
all should heed. Everybody can 
help conserve the already cur. 
tailed supply of doctors, nurses, 
medical supplies and hospital 
space by ordinary adherance to 
common safety rules in his daily 
living. 

A nation at war cannot afford 
such a huge and stupidly un¬ 
necessary accident toll.

Thus far, however, it has 
been used only by the Japanese 
in a few air raids over China, 
accordmg to Chinese reports. 
Germans began the use of poison 
gas in World War I, 28 years 
ago. It was used first against 
tne French at Langemarck in 
1915, against the Canadian forces 
two days later. Even then, its 
use was prohibited by interna¬ 
tional agreements on tne conduct 
of war. Which was why the 
Germans used' it. They knew 
their opponents would not be 
prepared against it. Lately the 
Germans have mentioned their 
intention to use it again. But 
they will think twice, now, in 
view of the round the clock 
bombing from the air to which 
Germany is being subjected. They 
know we will retaliate. Such re¬ 
taliation would be costly beyond 
belief to German moiale, for the 


German nature feeds on success, 
is easily di.scouraged by suffer, 
ing.

000 more tons of Allied shipping 
during 1942 than the United Na¬ 
tions built in the same period! 

That terse announcement by 
the Navy Department—a stark 
summary of the grim battle of 
the sea lanes which reveals that 
we were out-slugged and finished 
the year with less ship tonnage 
than we had at the start—ought 
to be posted up on every bulletin 
board in every shipyard in 
America. 

It ought to be read, too, by 
every American who is tempted 
to think that victory is well with¬ 
in our grasp and that a few 
hours off the job won't matter. 
To a Nation which has always 
been proud of its tremendous 
productive capacity, and which 
has promised its fighting men to 
out-produce all the Axis powers 
and the enslaved countries under 
their domination, the disclosure 
that we ended 1942 on the short 
end in the battle of the ships 
ought to serve as a challenge 
to produce on a vastly-increased 
jeale throughout 1943.
